Any action to fence the flood 
control channel in Sierra Mad¬ 
re Canyon, following a total 
accident there last week, must 
come from the Los Angeles 
Flood Control Authorities, is the 
opinion of City Attorney Thom¬ 
as A. Reynolds. Mr. Reynolds 
said the city has no jurisdiction 
on the choimel right of way. 

Apparently missing a foot 
bridge across the channel in 
the darkness, Arthur B. Barlow, 
59, of 5153 Pickford Way, Culver 
City, stepped over the unfenced 
edge and fell 12 feet to the con¬ 
crete bottom. The accident oc¬ 
curred about 9 p. m.. May 31. 
Mr. Balrow was rushed to St. 
Luke Hospital in critical con¬ 
dition and on June 3 he died. 

The fatally injured man, ac¬ 
companied by his daughter, 
Mary, had been looking for a 
house number when he missed 
his footing at the bridge near 
731 Brookside Lane. According 
to the police report, a street 
light near the bridge had been 
out for three nights, leaving 
the spot in darkness. R. H. 
Green, manager of the Sierra 
Madre office of the Edison Co., 
told the NEWS he had received 
no complaint of the light being 
out until after the accident.

Council Discusses Water and 
Books; Standing Room Only 


Sierra Madre, books older, ser¬ 
vice inferior. She said that even 
the most popular current books 
were not available until sev¬ 
eral months after publication 
and that even then libraries in 
the county system had to take 
turns on the volumes and were 
unable to keep books long 
enough to satisfy the demand. 
She concluded that users of the 
present Sierra Madre Library 
have all the best of it and sug¬ 
gested, as had Mr. Hickcox, that 
library patrons who don’t find 
the books they want ask help 
of the library staff. 

Concerning the legal status 
of the library, it still sound¬ 
ed very complicated os ex¬ 
plained by Mr. Hickcox. At 
least, was the opinion of 
C. A. Vane, who declared "no 
one knows who owns what. 
The library is like on In- 
sull holding company. Why 
don't the trustees execute a 
grant deed to the city?" 

Mr. Hickox said the Library 
Corporation had been wanting 
to do that for years, but there 
were legal impediments. Mr. 
Vane said he objected to the 
city appropriating money for 
a "private institution.” City 
Attorney Thomas Reynolds then 
interposed with the opinion that 
the library is "entirely public,” 
as established under general 
statutes. He said the problem 
was simply “the mechanics of 
winding up the trust” so as to 
give the city a clear title. 

He said he owuld initiate 
action in Superior Court at “the 
proper time.” This time, he 
stated, might not be for four 
or five years, when sufficient 
tax money has accumulated to 
permit construction of the pro¬ 
jected new library which the 
city electorate has approved.

NURSE SERVICE APPRECIATED 


That Sierra Madre has the same Visiting Nurse Association fa¬ 
cilities that the larger cities have? 

That your visiting nurse will carry out all doctor's orders; give 
skilled nursing care and treatment; teach the patient or some 
member of the family to give necessary care in her absence; 
will instruct expectant mothers—and fathers too, in infant care 
before the baby is born; will demonstrate the baby's care at 
home (the bath, the formula, the daily routine), will help teach 
mothers the.proper feeding of their families and other essen¬ 
tials of healthful living; will help decrease loss of working time 
for industrial employees who are sick or who need counsel about 
health problems. 

That your visiting nurse is a graduate, registered nurse who 
has had public health training? 

The regular charge per visit is $2.75. If the family is unable to 
meet this the charge will be modified according to their abil¬ 
ity to pay. 

The Sierra Madre Red Cross sponsors this visiting nurse service, 
which is from the Visiting Nurse Association of Pasadena. An 
agreement was made with them in April, 1945, under the terms 
of which they make all necessary calls here. If the patient is 
not able to pay their regular charge, or only a part of it, or 
nothing at all ,the Red Cross underwrites the balance. 

Growth of this service since its inception may be seen from the 
following figures: For the year 1946—eighty-four calls of which 
$45.25 was paid by the Red Cross; for the year 1947—346 
calls with $282.75 paid by the Red Cross; and for the first 
quarter of 1948—eighty-three calls and $115.73 paid.

Large enough 
to seat ten persons comfortably, 
the exedra, its base embedded 
in concrete, will stand on a 
grassy knoll overlooking the 
tennis courts, the forest, the 
Hudson river, and the Catskill 
mountains to the west. 

It was on this knoll that Pro¬ 
fessor Corti held many lan¬ 
guage conferences and conver¬ 
sations with his pupils. De¬ 
signed by Harvey Fite, well- 
known Woodstock sculptor, in¬ 
structor in that art at Bard Col¬ 
lege and formerly a language 
pupil and friend of Professor 
Corti, the exedra, suitably in¬ 
scribed, will be accepted and 
dedicated by President Edward 
Fuller of Bard College on Com¬ 
mencement Day, June 12. 


Possession of standard auto¬ 
mobile liability insurance does 
not excuse a driver or operator 
of a motor vehicle from certain 
responsibilities under the new 
California Financial Responsi¬ 
bility Law which becomes op¬ 
erative July 1, A. H. Henderson, 

Director of Motor Vehicles, 
warned today. 

A standard automobile lia¬ 
bility policy calls for mini¬ 
mum $1000 property damage 
coverage, $5000 for injury or 
death of one i)eTson and $10- 
000 for injury or death of two 
persons in any one accident. 

Automobile liability insur¬ 
ance in the required minimum 
amounts meets security pro¬ 
visions of the act bjit does not 
exempt a driver from the nec¬ 
essity of reporting his serious 
accidents. 

"If he is involved in a mis¬ 
hap entailing injury, death, or 
property damage in excess of 
$100 to any one automobile, in¬ 
cluding his own, he mu.st re¬ 
port that fact within 10 days to 
the Department of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles in Sacramento, marked 
to the attention of Financial 
Re.spon.siblllty. 

"The law calls for suspension 
of the driver’s license if he 
fails to do so.” 

Henderson’s department will 
administer the law. He .said 
the law has been mistakenly 
termed a "compulsory insur¬ 
ance law.” No compulsion is 
involved, however. Insurance 
provides a means of meeting 
security requirements under the 
law but it is not mandatory. 

If the driver is not insured 
he must post cash or other se¬ 
curity to meet terms of the law. 

It requires the Department to 
suspend the driver’s license of 
any operator or driver of a 
motor vehicle who within 60 
days of reporting an accident 
fails to post an amount of se¬ 
curity deemed sufficient by the 
Department to meet any pos¬ 
sible damage judgments.

Air Pollution Control District 
inspectors operating in Sierra 
Madre area and other sections 
of the county, today reported 
to Dr. Louis C. McCabe, direc¬ 
tor, that smog from 172 in¬ 
dustrial sources had been abat¬ 
ed during the month of May. 

Citations charging air pollu¬ 
tion violations against that 
number of plants were "dead- 
filed.” 

The 12 district inspectors, 
each constantly patrolling an 
assigned area, reported that 
during that calendar period, a 
total of 9 9 6 inspections of 
smoke emissions were made; 29 
inspections of fumes emissions; 

54 of particulate matter; and 
41 inspections of objectionable 
odors. 

During that same period, 203 
plants were given written no¬ 
tices of air pollution violations, 
while 30 plant operators were 
cited to appear for office hear¬ 
ings. 

“May was the first full 
month in which the district has 
had 12 inspectors in the field, 
checking on industrial air pol¬ 
lution sources,” Dr. McCabe 
pointed out. “The results, and 
the co-operation of the plant 
owners, are gratifying. 

“But it is, necessarily, a step- 
by-step process. With the ad¬ 
dition of eight inspectors in 
July, we will increase the pace

The Federal tax rate on local telephone service is 
15%. The tax rate on long distance service, where 
the charge is 25c or over, is 25%. Other forms of 
telephone service arc subject to Federal taxes at 
rates ranging from 8% to 25%. 

This tax is imposed by the U. S. Government 
'directly on the user of the telephone. The telephone 
company, at its own expense, serves as a collector. 

Long distance calls and certain other services, 
being taxed at 25%, are taxed higher than the 
20% rate for luxuries such as furs, jewelry, and 
perfumes. 

This form of tax, that is an excise tax on tele¬ 
phone service, has traditionally been resorted to 
only in national emergencies. Your telephone com¬ 
pany believes this form of tax should not be a part 
of the peace tilne tax structure. Representatives of 
the telephone industry have urged and will con¬ 
tinue to urge before the proper Congressional com¬ 
mittees that these excise taxes now be eliminated; 
and many users and representatives of users of 
telephone service are likewise urging that they be 
repealed by the tax legislation now before tae 
Congress.
